No. H/62.—In exercise ol the powers conferred by Section 3 and 4A of the 
Import and Exports (Control) Act 1947 (I 8 I of 1947) as In force In India and as 
applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following order further to amend the Imports (Control) Order, 1956. namely:— 

1. Short title. This order may be called the Imports (Control) Seventh Amend¬ 
ment Order, 1002. 

2. Amcodmcnt of Schedule I.—In part IV ol Schedule I to the Imports (control) 
Order 1955, against S. No. 208, for the existing entries In colunnn (3) the follow¬ 
ing entries shall be substituted, namely:— 

“48(3). 71 and 71(9)”,

and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 Q8 ol 1947), as In force in India and as applied 
to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
order further to amend the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, namely;— 

1. Short Title.—^Thls Order may be called the Import's (Control) Eighth Amend¬ 
ment Order, 1002. 

2. In the Imports (Control) Order, 196S, for Sub-clause (g) of clause 11. the 
following sub-clauses shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(6) by the person as passenger’s baggage to the extent admissible under 
the Baggage Rules for the time being In force, except quinine falling 
under serial number 114 of Part IV of Schedule I exceeding five hun¬ 
dred tablets or ilb. powder or one hundred ampules; 

Provided that in the case of Imports by a tourist, articlea ol high value 
whose re-export la obligatory under rule 5 of the Tourist Baggage 
Rules, 1958, shall be re-exported on his leaving India, failing which 
they shall be deemed to be goods of which the Import Has been pro* 
hlbitcd under the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878); 

(gg) by the person through the post, for bis private and personal use, ex¬ 
cept;— 

(I) Post parcels of vegetable seeds falling under serial number 36 ol Part 

IV of Schedule 1 exceeding one lb. In weight; 

(II) Post parcels of artificial silk plecegoods falling under serial numbers 

185 and 190 of Part IV of Schedule I; 

Provided that the c.i.f. value of such goods Imported at any one time from 
Asian and non-Asian countries shall not exceed Rs. 10/- and R». 60/- 
respectlvely."
